MR. LO'S SPEECH 


The Hon, Mr. M. K. Lo sald:— 
Your Excelloncy,—-I beg lenve to make 
n few observations on the Bill which 
fa now before thls council, I would 
like to commence by recording my 
personnl sense’ of sntlafnction that 
Government has decided to seck legis- 
fative sanction for its proposals em- 
bodied Jn the Bill, as this procedure 
affords a convenient opportunity of 
expressing our views on 4 matter 
which involves Important questions 
of principle. * 

It is not, I'know, sought to Justify 
the levy on the ground that the 
aninries of the .whole staff are too 
high to the extent of the percentages 
by which it is sought to have then: 
reduced; If this were so, the general 
reduction should not be a merely tem- 
porary arrangement: it should “be 
made permanent, According to the 
statement of the Hon, the Attorney 
General in introducing the Bl before 
this Council, the levy-is being invoked 
in order to reduce the expenditure 
side of the Budget, and so to balance 
the Budget for 1936, , 

In timea of violent fluctuations in 
of living caused dy the 
vagaries of exchange or other fac- 
tors, periodic adjustments of salarics 
in relation to such disturbing factorr 
may ‘be reasonable and necessary. 
For instanee, I believe [am right in 
saying that in England the basic pre- 
war salary rates are adjusted every 
six amonths' if the price index moves 
ax much an five points up or down, 

But I consider that it would be a 
dangerous disturbance of the funda- 
mental principle of security on which 
the Civil Service fs based to subject 
Civil servants’ snlarics to variations 
depending on the income and expendi- 
ture of the Colonial Exchequer, un- 
accompanied by circumstances affect- 
ing the finnneial stability of the 
Colony, I have no doubt that, con- 
fronted with such. circumstances, and 
taken into the confidence of the Gov- 
ernment, the Civil servants would 
readily and voluntarily respond to any 
reasonable appeal to make sacrifices 
in the Interest of the Colony. 


_..., "SHELTERED SERVICE” 

‘Civil xervants cannot, in ‘my view, 
be regarded in the same light as cm- 
ployees of A commercial firm, The 
Civil Service is not a concer making 
a profit measurable in money, or de- 
pendent upon the satisfaction of 
consumers in a competitive market. 
It is not doing: work whidh can be 
measured exactly ‘in terms of any 
similir work outside. It can offer 
none of the “glittering prizes” which 
at least were formerly obtainable in 
the industrint or commercial world, 
Its chicf attraction tes in its being 
ao “sheltered service’, with a 
guaranteed income, an assured per- 
manence In employment unnffected by 
the varying ups-and-downs of com- 
mercial’ prosperity nnd depression. 
Its history, its prestige, and, indeed, 
its very existence, rest on the sure 
foundation of security, This founda- 
tion should not therefore, be lightly 
shakon, : ; 

Iam aware that England could be 
cited na a precedent for-calling upon 
the Civil Servico to: make sacrifices 
for the common weal, but the circum: 
stances whick existed in England 
at ‘the tlme were different to those 
obtaining In the Colony. England 
had no surplus balance; on the con- 
trary, she had a colossal Nationnl 
Debt; the whole credit of ‘England, 
and therefore of the British Empire, 
was at stake, ‘and whatever steps had 
to be taken to. save tho situation were 
justified by the prramount considera- 
tion of proserving the oxistence of the 
State. ; 

In my submission, therefore, the 
proposed Jevy, merely as a temporary 
mensure to balance our Budgot is, 
undor existing circumstances, hardly 
justified. On the other hand, I do 
consider that some permanent reduc- 
tion in Yho. salary bill which the 
Colony is now called upon to bear 
is essential. : R ; 

COMMISSION NEEDED. 

Only recently I had occasion to 
urge that our Civil Service was too 
large and that in many Instances the 
salaries were too high, and I seo no 
season to recede from this position. 
And I cannot resist tho conclusion 
that the timc fias come when the 
whole’ question of Civil Sorvice 
salorjes, with {ts complicated and 
sometimes ‘individual concessions and 

rivileges;.such as the provision of 

reo quarters, medical attendance, 
fuel allowance, ote. should bo ro- 
viewed by another Commision. In 
this way, it. may bo possible that the 
prevailing Govornmentsl salaries may 
be brought Into a closer approxima- 
tlon to provailing wages pald by the 
better private employers for compar-

this Increasc is attributable to 
salaricn alone, But for the purpose 
of my orgument IT assume that the . 
increase attributable to salaries comes‘ 
to one and a2: half million dollars, 
The total figure ‘for salaries exprers- 
el in dollars, and based at Exchango 
of 1/30, therefore, comes to about 
thirteen, million dollars. Five per 
cent, an this sum comes to $650,000. 

_ POINT ANSWERED _ 

‘The only objection to this schemo 
is the obvious injustice to those whose, 
salaries are not excesalve, But such 
Injustice, which is of course inten- 
sified in tir proposed temporary lovy, 
ia unavoidable until the sslarics havo 
been revised. It mny be urged that 
the proposed Jovy is designed to sid 
our astraitencd finances to the extent © 
of some $1,140,000 odd this yoar, and 
that therefore a mild praposal for 
benefitting revenue to tho extent of 
only about slx and a half lakhs must 
be Impracticable by reason of its very 
mildners, But I venture to point out, 
that, as I understand it, tho levy 
pro josals were enunciated on the 

asts that 1936 would commence with 
a deficit of one million dollars, and 
that the sunpluses at the.end of 1936 
would be reduced to just over cight 
million dollars, Since 1935 happily 
ended, not with a deficit of $1,000,000 
but with a credit balance of nearly 
$140,000 (the exact figure belng 
$198,013.27), the absence of any con- 
tribution from salary cuts would not 
upset the financial status quo aos 
envisaged by the auther of the lovy 
proposals. 

My proposal has at least the merit 
of being an attempt, however feeble, 
to deal seriously with ‘this problem, 
and from the point of view of tho 
public it has this attraction, namely, 
that during the tomporary. perlod of 
the Govornment's proposed levy, 
whatever it may bo—one, two or even 
three years—the surplus’ could be . 
resorted to, equally as a temporary — 
measure, for the purpose of making, 
up the difference between the amount, 
‘which the Government levy ‘would 
have produced, and that saved under 
my sc! , and thereafter the annual 
five per cent, reduction could bo 
earmarked for repaying, and building 
up, the surpluses. oo 

From the .point of, view of tho 
Civil Sorvanta, it cannot be ecriously 
suggested that a parmanont redaction 
cof such a small percentage involves. 
any substantial ‘hardship; on tho . 
contrary, I do not sec why the Civil. 
Servants should not gladly accept this 
sacrifice as‘thelr contribution te the 
solution of a very {mportant and com. |. 
pleated problem. ; z 

Frankly I dé not dike the proposed 
levy, for the reasons I have endeavour. 
ed to sot out, but unless and until 
Governmont can place before us some 
other acceptablo solution of the mulary . 
question, Ufecl that I cannot do‘othor-' 
wise than to voto for this Bul, I. 
need hardly odd that the views I have 
ventured to express aro entirely my 
own, for which none of my. unofficial 
colleagues is responsible, °. |. +

BRITISH SHIPS 


About xv month ago, Hongkong 
Was presented with a shipping 
problem - when a London- 
registered steamer, chartered by 
a Japanese company, but flying. 
the Red, Ensign; arrived in .port 
with the.whole of her officers 
and crew, excepting — three 
Britons, of Japanese nationality. 
Attempts made ‘to refuse the 
Vessel her clearance — papers 
failed. ‘on the’ ground that, by 
reason of the run on which the 
ship was engaged, nov infringe- 
ment of the provisions of the 
Shipping -Acts | in. regard to! 
personne! had heen committed. 
During the past week-end,

first two ships to arrive here 
under those circumstances, but 
the question of the right to 
operate such British-registered 
vesgels, with «the majority’. of 
officers and crew .of alien na- 
tionality, had already been 
raised ‘in the House,of Commons 
in connection with craft engaged 
in the ‘Mediterrunean ‘trade. It 
was then disclosed that, under 
the existing laws, nothing*could 
be done in the matter. The 
position, it appears, is. covercd 
by a section of the-Aliens Regis- 
tration (Amendment). Act | of 
1919, which Jays down that no 
ulien shall act as master, chicf 
officer or chief, engineer of any 
British merchant ship, registered 
in the United Kingdom, ‘except
